eſteemed and beloved by his Maſter, jinfomuch 


that he made him Overſeer. of his whole Houſe, 
and put all that he had into his Hands. God, 
who is infinitely; wiſe, ſometimes thinks fit to 
ſuffer great Trials and Aflictions to interrupt the 
Happineſs, of his faithful Servants. Joſeph had 
not been long in this proſperous Condition, but 
he was ſolicited by his Miſtreſs to commit Un- 
cleanneſs with ker. She preſſed him Day after 
Day; but no Promiſes,no Intreaties would prevail 
with him to commit ſo great a Crime. Nor would 
he · ſo much as parly and debate the Matter with 


her. It is dangerous bothto run into Temptations, 


and to give eat to them, when they preſent them: 
ſelves before us. He would not be ſo ungrateful 
to his Maſter, who had preferred him in his 


Family, as to yield to her Solicitations. But 


above all, 'the Senſe he. had of God upon his

Hands upon him, and ſolicited him afreſh ; but 
he again refuſed to comply with her; leaving

Jeet having thus bravely repulſed his Mi- 


reis, and rejected all her offers, ſhe turns her 
Love into Hatred, and reſolved to be revenged 


on him, when her Lord came home. To this 


end, the accuſed him ef making an Attempt upon 
Potiphar, his Maſter, without farther Ex-

Sometime after; Two of the Servants of PB 
va King of Egypt, his chief Butler, and chief 
Baker, were for their ill Behaviour thrown in- 
to Priſon.

Interpretation ef which, they were not à little 
perplexed. But when they told their Dreams to 
Jeſeph, he gave them the Interpretatien thereof; 


Which sccordingly came to paſs in three Days. 


This got Jeſeph ſo much Reputation, that he was 
Two Years after ſent for to expound Two of 
" F N ö 28 8 ; King : 
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Ning Pharadh's Dreams, which none of the wiſe WH 
- Men of Zzypr.were able to interpret, This he did 
to the ſatisfaction of the King; but he was ſo i 
humble, as to aſcribe all his Skill in theſe mat- 
ters to God; God, ſays he, ſba/l give Pharaoh an 
Anſwer of peace. . Hereupon... Foſeph was intirely 
releaſed from Priſon, and greatly advanced in 
the King's Court, and made, next under the 
King, chief Governour of Egypt. The Provis 
dence of God was very remarkable in this Affair 
of Joſeph, For he was a means of ſaving his Fa- 
ther and Brethren alive in the ſore Famine which 
after wards happened in thoſe Parts. We have here | 
aan eminent Example of the Wiſdom and Provi- tt 
dence of God, who is able to bring Good our © 
of Evil; but this does by no means. warrant our 
doing Evil, that Good may come of it, Let us al- 
ways hold faſt our Integrity, depending upon 
God, and doing our own. Duty in that State of 
Life, whatever it be, in which he has placed 
us. And if Afflictions ſhould come upon us for 
ſo doing, God is. not only able, but will make 
them turn to our Good. This he ſometimes 
does in this World, as here in the Caſe of Joſeph :
